This extra tissue, this 
excess fat can thus be used up for 
fuel or food at some future time 
should no food be available. 


Therefore the overweight Individ- 


ual Instead ot being ashamed of his 
ability to acquire fat easily, should 
remember that he really has a larger 
margin of safety as far as food is 
cdncerned than has the Individual 
who does not acquire weight so 
readily. 


On the other hand this margin ot 


safety can really be a danger to him 
if he continues to eat more food than 
he needs, as overweight makes hard- 
er work for his heart, blood vessels 
and kidneys, renders him more easily 
attacked by infections, and makes 
him a poor surgical risk if operation 
Is ever necessary. Nearly all diabet- 
ics were overweight before becoming 
diabetics, as overweight is a forerun- 
ner of diabetes. 


Those who are overweight should 


then remember that they actually 
need less food than others, owing to 
the efficient, manner in which their 
systems handle food.
